But alter passing below the eighty-seventh 


parallel—the point farthest north reached by 
Peary the vear before—the changing character 
of the ice> indicated that the season was advanc- 
.ing. Dr Cook lealized that he must hurry. 


His food supplies, too. were running danger- 


ouslv low, and there came a dav when he real- 
ized that he would need all the resources of his 
courage mid endurance if he hoped to return t) 
the world. 


all, the a\vful silence—tire little party pressed 
southward with ever lagging footstep. 


It was not until May~24th that Dr. Cook was 


able to catch a glimpse of the sun 'ong enough to 
make an observation to discern hi? whereabouts. 
He was then at a point 84 degrees north latitude, 
near the1 ninety-seventh mondial.. 


On this day he began to face the danger of 


broken, shifting ice and open wj.ter. He took 
account of his provisions and. figured1 he would 
have to cover fifteen miles every day if 
ho 


hoped to reach his first cache of f x>d on Nanseri 
sound. He couldn't do this. Ten miles a day 
was the utmost limit of his power* of endurance. 


Ii was- then that Dr. Cook, in desperation, de- 


deled to make for the lands of tlie inner cross- 
ing where he knew the musk ox was to be found. 


On the day that he reaohed tlie eighty-third' 


parallel the tenn_ erature had risen to zero, and! 
the wanner atmosphere had covered the ice with 
a fog which ooscured the sky and precluded all 
possibility of making observations.

Desperation of Despair 


For twenty days Cook and his Eskimos in 


desperation born of despair groped through the 
thick fog. Then t^e^ r<Mehed Crown. Prince 
(liistav sea and found open water across which 
the}7 made their way to Heiberg island. 


In Crown Prince Gustav sea Dr. Cook was 


fortunate enough to shoot sever tl polar bear. 
They renewed his strength and c jurage and the 
future looked brighter. 


This was in June, 1908. The ice bv this time 


was drifting westward. 
Cook followed 
the 


drift, in the hope of reaching Lancaster sound, 
where whaling ships are usually to be found. 


In July, however, his progress to Lancaster 


pound was blocked anel his fool supplv 
was 


then again nearly exhausted, 
^ook therefore 


was compelled to cross the Ford of Devon into 
Jones sound. 


Then follow eel two months of discouraging 


progress. 
Misfortune followed misfortune. 


In September Dr. Cook found himself de- 


feated. His food was gone, he had no fuel, and 
no a'mmiinition for his guns. 
Another w inter 


devoid, of animal life. 


Somehow he manaced to reach Cape Sparto, 


where he went into winter quarters. Fortunate- 
ly he found game at Cape Sparto. He made 
bows anel arrows — having no ammunition for 
his guns—and with them shot mi sk ox, bear and 
wolves 
These supplied him with food, with 


skins for warmth and with fat 'or fuel. 


Tn an underground cave, devii-ed by weeks^ of 


painful effort, Cook and Ins companions passed 
the months of October, November, December, 
January and part of February 


On February 18th, well rested and well f°d, 


thev pressed eastward and southward toward 
their base of supplies at Annatof k, near Etah. 
Back to Earth 


The ice pack was swept bv gales with increas- 


ing frequency. The skv lost its blue and1 turueel 
to a dull, leaden grav. 
Weary, but fighting 


desperately against hunger and cold, and above 


They reached Annatosk on 'April 15th of this 


3 ear—a whole year lacking cifht days, after 
they had left the north pole. 


At Annatosk Dr. Cook was met by Harry 


Whitney and a party of Eskimos. 
The whole 


partv then proceeded southward tei Upcrnavik, 
the Danish settlement on the west coast of 
Greenland, reaching that point on 'May 21st. 
There Dr. Cook boarded1 the D; nish ship Hans 
Egcde and startcel on his last v oyage home. 
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End of a Long Search 


Some years ago an eminent scicrtist sai'l the 


Xorth Pole \vas a mere _?(.•''sraphical expression. 
In his opinion the Arctic region had been so thor- 
oughly explored that the immediate Irreality of the 
pole held no mystery of consequence to be solved. 


He v/as ri^ht. 
P.y reaching the northern axir- 


of the planet Dr. Cook has demonstrated that 
there is nothing at the spot diiYercnt from what 
was rea-or.ablv to be prc>t::ncd from the general 
characteristics of the surrounding region. He has 
proved that the Xorth I'ole is merely a geograph- 
ical expression—it is -imply north latitude 90, 
lor.gitude 0—in a region of perpetual s;io\v and 
ice. 


Previously the vicinity of the pole had been 


approached 
from various sides. 
The Northeast 


Passage had been traversed, and the Danish ex- 
plorer. Koald Amundsen, had navigated the North- 
west Passage and discovered the magnetic pole. 
Peary had g'^ne \\ithin 174 iniks of the gt-ographi- 
£al pole. 
Hence the unexplored portion of the 


northern extremity of the globe had been reduced 
to a comparatively small circumscribed atea when 
Dr. Cook made his successful dash to the apex of 
the earth 


Still Dr. Cook is to be credited with a great 


exploit. He has finally cro'.vncd with success the 
exploration of centuries, has reached the ultimate 
poal which has lured many daring spirits to en- 
dure incredible hardships and perform 
prodigies 


of courageous endeavor. He has dissipated with 
plain fact a multitude of vain theories and wild 
imaginings, and placed the geography of the Arc- 
tic region on an ascertained basis. 
Moreover, he 


has demonstrated by analogy what is to be found 
at the South Pole, ior the southern extremity of 
the globe must be essentially the same as the nor- 
thern extremity save for differences in topog- 
raphy, flora and fauna. 


It will probably be disappointing to many to 


have it shown that the Xorth Pole is merely a 
spot in a vast snowncld. or has been staled a 
"mere geographical 
expression." 
The 
romance 


and glamor are gone when it is found that there is 
no hidden secret at the pole, no strange abnormal 
-thing-—only the rigor of perpetual winter and a 
barren soil wrapt in a shroud of eternal frost. 
.What else could logically have been expected? 
Yet it is remarkable that animal life and vegeta- 
tion should flourish within a very short distance 
of the pole itself. 
It is also worthy of note that 


the ignorant Esquimaux have often penetrated, in 
their hunting expeditions, to within a few hundred 
miles of the pole. Captain Amundsen found an 
Esquimaux 
camp within 600 miles o: the Xorth 


Pole. These simple natives did not seem to think 
they were performing any exploit or were in any 
great peril. 
Yet they ^ ere farther north than 


Pearv or Dr. Kane ever reached and were in ad- 
vance of the highest points reached by many bold 
navigators.

whose long- experience in business is presumed to 
have quickened their judgment and knowledge of 
human nature and qualified them to detect an im- 
poster at a glance. But when a business man de- 
parts from the well-established rule of confining 
his advertising to legitimate 
vehicles, 
such as 


well-established newspapers and periodicals, the 
astutest is liable to be taken in. 


For example : The president of a large insurance 


corporation in San Francisco who took personal 
charge of all advertising given out by his com- 
pany was, not very many years ago, approached 
by a well-dressed young man who quickly wormed 
his way into his confidence to the extent of secur- 
ing spare for the company's advertisement on a 
handsomely illuminated lithographic 'chart which 
was lo be hung up in a conspicuous place in every 
hotel in the State. The sample chart and the rep- 
resentations -of the solicitor were so alluring that 
he signed a contract to pay $400 for the "ad" on 
deliver}- of a copy of the completed chart. 
In a 


few days the chart was delivered and the money 
paid. T hen it occurred to the insurance man that 
he ought to know something definitely about the 
manner in which the other part of the contract 
was earned out. So every city and countrv agent 
of his company throughout the Slate received a 
circular letter instructing- him to report at once 
iiow main- of these charts were displayed and un- 
der what conditions. 
Only two were reported. 


Then it dawned upon him that he had been "skill- 
fully \\orked." 
Finding the imprint of the litho- 


grapher ;m the chart lie possessed he at once in- 
terviewed him and asked for how much he would 
duplicate the order. 
Looking up his books the 


lithographer said he had printed ll1") copies in the 
first order for S125 and, inasmuch as the original 
'illiogiap'iic drawing had been removed from the 
-lone, lie would have to charge the same amount 
to duplicate the work.
